Indianapolis, Ans. 21.—Strang and 
Bensel shared the honors of the sec­ 
ond day of the automobile racing meet 
on the new Indianapolis speedway. 
The former won the fastest 100-raIle 
race over held in this country, while 
the latter established a new ten-mile 
record. Not a single accident of a 
serious nature marred tho day’s rac 
log and it was a welcome relief from 
the tragedies of the previous day. The 
only accident reported was a bruised 
arm sustained by Barney Oldfield in 
the ten-mile free-for-all race, In which 
Bengal made his now record. 
▲ crowd of about 18,000 spectators 
crowded the two big stands and hun 
dreds of automobiles filled every Inch 
of the desirable parking space. 
The 
crowd was considerably larger than 
Thursday’s, many of tho spectators 
doubtless being attracted by morbid 
curiosity caused by the accidents. 
The feature of the day was tho easy 
victory of Strang, who drove a Buick 
In the 100-mile race, the star event of 
the day. Strang led all the way from 
the start and won by about ten miles 
In the exceptional time of 1:82:48 6-10. 
At first it was thought this was a 
new 100-mile record for this country, 
but the officials announced that they 
had decided to allow the mark of 
1:88:18 0-10 made by Chevrolet in the 
first one hundred miles of the 260- 
mile race Thursday to stand, despite 
the fact that Chevrolet did not finish 
the 
race. Strang, 
however, 
beat 
Chevrolet’s records for nearly all the 
distances between 20 and IOO miles. 
Before Strang started on his won­ 
derful race the honors had gone to 
Bengel, who established a new ten- 
mile record in his Chadwick. This 
was the second time in the meet that 
this record has been broken. 
The flfty-mlle race was practically 
a walkaway for Wright and Bch welt* 
ser in the Stoddard-Dayton cars. They 
were the only drivers to finish out of 
the five starters. Wright won easily. 
The five-mile free-for-all handicap 
was the most closely contested race 
of the day and resulted in a victory 
for Merz, who drove a National, and 
his team mate Aitken finished one- 
tenth of a second behind him, accord­ 
ing to the electrical scoring machine.

Three 
Hundred Men Vainly Try to 
Check Them. 
Spokane, Wash., Aug. 21.—Three 
hundred farmers and timber men 
fought vainly a great forest Are three 
miles wide, which swept through the 
splendid fir and tamarack timber 
north and west of Lake Coeur d’Alene. 
For forty hours the fire defied all ef­ 
forts to check it. 
The Are is about twenty-flve miles 
southeast of Spokane, burning a path 
three miles wide. For every mile it 
moves, It is estimated $100,000 worth 
of fine timber is destroyed. The to­ 
tal loss thus far is more than $1,000,- 
000. 
There are no white settlers on the 
Idaho side, the flames there being con­ 
fined to the newly opened reservation 
for which the drawing was held ten 
days ago. On the Washington side of 
(he boundary the fire has been in tim- 
bar owned by the Blackwell Lumber 
company.

Senor Don 
Francisco Leon de La Barra, the Mex­ 
ican ambassador, personally conveyed 
a message from President Diaz to 
President Taft 
Incidentally the ambassador briefly 
discussed with the president of the 
United States the situation in Central 
America, where it is reported that 
there is considerable unrest over the 
report that the United States and 
Mexico, acting in common, may exert 
a still stronger influence for the set­ 
tlement of the constantly arising dlt 
ferences among the little republics by 
amicable means and thus put an end 
to frequent wars and revolutions. 
The ambassador declared at the con 
elution of his interview that there 
was little or political significance in 
his visit. Later, however, he sent a 
series of long cablegrams in cipher to 
the City of Mexico. 
President Taft is looking forward 
with keen delight to his meeting with 
President Diaz. He .expressed last 
winter a desire for a personal inter 
view with the man who for so long 
has been at the head of affairs in the 
Southern republic, and the meeting 
was arranged for on the occasion of 
the president’s trip through the South 
The details of Che visit are yet to be 
worked out. President Diaz first will 
visit Mr. Taft in the city of El Paso, 
Tex. Then President Taft, crossing

21.—While 
hundreds of merrymakers watched 
without any feeling of alarm, think­ 
ing the occurrence a part of the pyro­ 
technic display on the water, five per­ 
sons jumped from a flaming boat into 
the Mississippi river, and two women 
were drowned. Many men searched 
the water, but were unable to find the 
bodies. 
A carnival was held and after dark­ 
ness fell an elaborate display of fire­ 
works was set off on a barge in the 
middle of the river. Many launches 
and rowboats gathered around the 
barge. It was announced that there 
would be a set piece representing the 
destruction of a vessel by fire, show­ 
ing passengers jumping overboard to 
•scape the flames. 
Consequently, when the store of 
gunpowder on the barge caught fire 
and flames were hurled in all direc­ 
tions, the spectators on shore did not 
become alarmed. A launch, contain­ 
ing Marshall Jordan and wife, wily 
recently married, Mrs. I. D. Conover, 
and two other men, all of Mount 
Pleasant, la., caught fire. The alarm­ 
ing predicament into which the party 
was thrown was not noticed by the 
onlookers until the women began to 
scream and throw themselves into the 
river. Flames swept the little craft 
from stem to stern and the ousted 
cccupants could not even eking ta the 
sides of the launch. 
As soon as the report of the prema­ 
turely exploded fireworks died out, the 
other spectators in small boats ob­ 
served the five persons struggling in 
the water and went to the rescue, but 
Mrs. Jordan and Mrs. Conover had 
disappeared. The others were taken 
from the water exhausted.

It bad been in committee 
for two days and the feeling was 
abroad that it was an overt attack on 
Pinchot and this assertion was made 
eh the floor by Frank Gowdy of Den­ 
ver, who eppoeed the action. 
Mr. Patterson said he had no In­ 
tention of attacking Mr. Pinchot and 
waste* merely a settlement of the 
Pinchot controversy in which it has 
been charged that Mr. Pinchot has 
overlooked technicalities In reserving 
forest lands. 
Instantly the floor was alive with 
prospective speakers for and against 
the resolution and it continue^ to be 
so until Mr. Gowdy offered an amend­ 
ment commending the forestry policies 
of tho administration. This was ac­ 
cepted by Mr. Patterson and in turn 
Mr. Gowdy accepted the Patterson 
resolution. Both were passed. This 
Is regarded as stopping the forestry 
dispute which has been the factor 
most feared through the session. 
The principal speaker of the after­ 
noon was Governor Hadley of Missou­ 
ri, who dealt with the rate question in 
his state. Governor Hadley declared 
the railway rebates and not the tariff 
is th# mother of trusts. 


STEAMER SWAYN IS 
DESTROYED RY FIRE 


No Lives Lest and Only Two 
Persons Injured. 


Peoria, DI., Aug. 21.—The steamer 
Fred Swayq, Captain Verne Swayn 
in command, leaving the port of 
Peoria for La Sails with twenty-flve 
passengers and a crew of fifteen 
aboard, caught fire off the Avery 
Manufacturing 
company 
plant 
in 
Averyvllle and was burned to the wa­ 
ter’s edge after being piloted into four 
feet of water amidst a patch of small 
trees. 
No lives were lost and but two peo­ 
ple were injured, one seriously. 
The injured are Joseph Casrider. 
Paducah, 
Ky., 
engineer; 
Charles 
Reicheberger, Peoria. 
The loss is estimated at $35,000, 
$30,000 of which is on the vessel. Sev­ 
eral of the passengers lost all of their 
belongings. 
The escapes from the burning vessel 
were miraculous. The majority of 
the passengers were women and chil­ 
dren and once the fire was discovered 
issuing from a stateroom on the sec­ 
ond deck, panic reigned. To add to 
the confusion, the ropes supporting 
the gang plank which had been low­ 
ered to enable the passengers to 
board the row boats that had hurried­ 
ly been put out from shore, burned, 
letting about fifteen people, including 
several women and children. Into the 


water. Tom Powers, a saloonist of 
this city, and E, A. Caron of Worces­ 
ter, Mass., both of whom were on the 
plank In an effort to quiet the panic­ 
stricken people, esch Eaved the lives 
of two children, half carrying and 
half swimming with the little tots on 
their becks and shoulders to old tree 
stumps, to awalt tho arrival of res­ 
cuers. 
D. M. Swayn of Stillwater, Minn., 
owner of the burned steamer, was in 
the Avery Manufacturing company 
plant at the time the steamer caught 
fire and aided in rescuing the passen­ 
gers and crew from Ute shore. 
His son Verne, captain of the ves­ 
sel, was the last to leave the burning 
ship and was warmly congratulated 
by bis aged father on reaching shore. 
Efforts were made by Peoria and 
Averyvllle fire department* to save 
tho hull of tho boat, but the handicap 
.was too great and the steamer will 
be a total loss.

MONUMENT TO VALOR. 


Veteran to Erect* Memorial a t Gettya* 
burg Racognizing No Section. 
A monument in commemoration of 
American valor without distinction aa 
to north or south, which will be the 
“finest memorial on any battlefield of 
the world,” Is to be erected at Gettys­ 
burg by C. N. McConnell of Chicago. 
The monument will cost $150,000, ac­ 
cording to a recent announcement 
made by Mr. McConnell. 
Telling of 
his plans, be described what be says 
is the most remarkable instance of 
valor on record—the annihilation of 
one regiment by another. 
“The first day of fighting at Gettys­ 
burg bas been slurred over in the his­ 
tories,” said Mr. McConnell, who par­ 
ticipated in the battle, “because it was 
a decided Union defeat. In that first

ODD SURPRISE FOR JUSSERAND 


Indians Gave French Ambassador Foal- 
istle Exhibition of Capture. 
Information was recently received lo 
Washington of a novel but thrilling 
surprise which was experienced by 
the French ambassador and Mine. Jus* 
serand on their journey east from the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition. 
They were ambushed, surrounded 
and captured, timid the clatter of rifles. 
by a band of painted Crow Indians. 
This 
hospitable surprise exhibition 
alarmed the ambassador, as It was bls 
first experience In meeting an Amer­ 
ican Indian on the Western plains. 
The capture occurred on the Crow 
reservation near Billings, Mont. 
Both 
the French ambassador and Mme. Jus- 
serand were anxious to see some real 
Indians living in their primitive state, 
but neither they nor their western 
friends, who planned for their visit to 
the Indian reservation, had any Idea 
that they were to figure in so realistic 
a sortie and capture. 
A friend of the ambassador tele­ 
graphed from Billings to the reserva­ 
tion to have about a score of Indians 
prepare for the occasion by raising 
their old time tepees and decking them­ 
selves out in war paint and fighting 
clothes. 
The result was that tome 
300 or more Indians gathered for the 
affair and raised about seventy-five 
tepees. 
Ambassador and Mme. Jus- 
serand traveled over the prairie grass 
in automobiles, and when about three 
miles from the camp they noted Indian 
scouts on a nearby hill. They were 
much interested in the signals of the 
Indiana when they saw them approach­ 
ing. 
Suddenly a long column of gaudily 
arrayed Indiana with guns mounted 
and at full speed dashed into view 
from over the hill. The column swung 
around in front of the approaching 
automobiles and gradually closed in 
on the party. 
As the Indians began 
to circle around them and draw In 
closer and closer, suddenly, without 
warning, there was a simultaneous rat­ 
tle of firearms, and the Indiana gave 
their warwhoops aa they continued to 
circle in closer and closer on the auto­ 
mobiles, which had now come to a full 
■top. 
The firing continued for several min­ 
utes until the members of the party 
werd thoroughly scared. 
They were 
taken aa captives to the camp and con­ 
ducted to the tepee of Chief Plenty 
Cows. 
They were introduced to the 
chiefs and headmen of the tribe. 
A 
little later Indian luncheon was served, 
and the guests were informed that 
their capture was merely evidence of 
western hospitality.

Striking Employes of tho Pressed 
Steel Car Company Used Firoarme 
on Their Successors—Women Strike 
Sympathizers Throw Stones Into a 
Restaurant—Attempt Made to Burn 
Company's Plant. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 21.—An alleged at­ 
tempt to set fire to the plant of the 
Pressed Steel Car company at McKees 
Rocks, followed by much disorder, 
when the striking employes of the car 
company fired severid shots at gver 
IOO new men who w *e being taken 
Into the works, kept the constabulary 
and deputy sheriffs on tho alert for 
twelve hours. 
New cars shipped away indicate 
that the company is successful in 
operating the works at least on a 
small scale with the imported men. 
An ambulance carried a workman from 
the plant by the Schoenvllle entrance 
and a rumor was in circulation that 
the man bad been injured in the plant 
and died on the way to the hospital. 
Neither the hospital authorities or tho 
car company officials would deny the 
rumor. 
Charged with aggravated assault 
and battery, Troopers Wolf and Davis 
of the atate constabulary were ar­ 
raigned for hearing before an alder­ 
man here. The case was dismissed 
on account of conflicting testimony. 
The information on which the troop­ 
ers were arrested was made by a strik­ 
er as the result of an alleged beating 
said to have been received on the 
night of Aug. 7, when troopers were 
called to the strike zone to quell a 
disturbance. 
The women strike sympathizers be­ 
came excited during the afternoon 
and the Amazons, numbering about 
500, gathered at the gate of the car 
plant and threw heavy stones over the 
stockade. The women later gathered 
at another point near the car com­ 
pany’s restaurant and resumed their 
stone-throwing. Inside of the restau­ 
rant at the time were many clerks and 
office employes of the plant. Sudden­ 
ly the windows were shattered and 
stones began flying about the heads 
of the men in the place. Mounted 
troopers rode into the crowd of for­ 
eign women and plied their riot clubs. 
A brick with a note attached was 
found outside of the car plant stock­ 
ade. The note read in part: 
"We want to get out of here. Can’t 
you help us?”

STRIKE MAY BE AVERTED 


Stret Car Men May Not Be Called Out 
in Chicago. 
Chicago, Aug. 21.—William D. Ma­ 
hon, president of the International 
Street Car Men's union, who is ex­ 
pected to come here to take charge 
of the threatening street car situa­ 
tion, is depended upon by the local 
union leaders and by the officials of 
the railroad companies to bring per­ 
manent peace to the disputing fac­ 
tions. Vrangements have been made 
for Mr. Mahon and President William 
Quinlan of the local union to hold a 
conference with John M. Roach, presi­ 
dent of the North aud West Side lines. 
On the result of this conference 
will depend whether the matter will 
be settled without recourse to arbi­ 
tration. The companies are deter­ 
mined to make no further concessions. 
Before a strike is called formally, 
Mahon, under the constitution of the 
organization, must first attempt to 
settle the matters In dispute, and 
then, failing in this, he must call on 
the general executive board of the 
organization and get a majority of 
the members to sanction a strike. He 
is bound to try all peaceable methods 
first. The local leaders feel that al­ 
though the situation Is serious, It will 
end in an amicable settlement.

Business Tends to Expand aa the Va­ 
cation Boston Wants. 
New York, Aug. 2t.—Bradstreet's 
review of trade says jobbing trade 
and manufacturing industry tend to 
expand as the vacation season wanes 
and harvest possibilities grow into 
certainties. From a number of mar­ 
kets, however, collies the reiteration 
of reports that purchasers take hold 
conservatively and that retailers are 
still cautious buyers. Currency ship 
ments to the country are enlarging 
and money is correspondingly firmer. 
Something like a sobering process has 
been witnessed in the security mar 
ket, which la lower all around. Per 
haps the most jncouraglnw featured 
reported this week come from a few 
of the leading industries. Iron and 
steel buying has become more confl 
dept railway purchasing being in evl 
dance, and pr&il urnsLre being offered 
for early deliveries of materials In 
tended for manufacture. The higher 
range of prices of cereals, particularly 
of winter wheat, has encouraged the 
movement from the farms, and the 
number of idle cars has decreased 
with talk of a car shortage before the 
close of the year.
